GFORGE N. PEEK, 
FORMER NEW DEM, 


INDICTSAAA PLANS 


CHICAGO, Aug. 
15.—(.F)—Pre- 


senting what he called an "indict- 
ment" against the new deal farm 
program, George N. Peek said to- 
day that under it "agriculture has 
definitely lost ground in its fight 
for equality with industry.'" 


Peek, formerly trade adviser to 


President Roosevelt but now on 
the warpath against the admin- 
istration foreign trade and farm 
policies, said: 
j 
"The loss of 
foreign markers 
( 
has led to attempts at crop re- 
striction at home while stimulat- 
ing production abroad. It has re- 
duced the purchasing power of our 
agriculture. It has prolonged the 
farm crisis and extended the re- 
lief rolls." 
Peek made his attack .In a 
speech prepared for delivery on 
a jadio broadcast of the National 
Grange. 
Saying he spoke as a 
"non-partisan" Peek asserted Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace had 
declined to talk on the same pro- 
gram. 
He accused Wallace 
of 
"peferring to treat the problem 
of agriculture on a partisan ba- 
sis."He said the first count in his 
"Indictment" was that new dealers 
gave "no adequate consideration 
to the fact that the laws of na- 
ture transcend the laws of men, 
even new dealers. 
"By controlling the farmers' in- 


dividual initiative" he said, "they 
thought they could control 
his 


production; this in the face of 
the bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics report of 1927 that 75 per 
cent of the variation In yield of 
all growing crops, from year to 
year, is due to weather arid pests 
and not to the acreage planted."

There were other telegrams sent by other prominent citizens of Navarro County 


about the same time to the Governor. 


This was a vacation appointment, and upon the convention of the State Senate 


under the new administration headed by Gov. Allred this appointment was confirmed 
by a unanimous vote. Since he qualified as District Judge he has served the citizens of 
Navarro County fairly and impartially. We submit that his administration has been 
fair and just to all parties independent of their station in life. Every citizen has been 
accorded a fair and impartial hearing, and his office is at all times open to those who de- 
sire to consult him. At the time Judge Callicutt resigned from private practice to ac- 
cept office he had as many as 50 cases on the docket which were turned over to other 
attorneys to take charge of thereafter. It was contemplated and expected that in his 
acceptance of the office of District Judge he would later be elected to a full term should 
he desire to ask for it.

His friends appreciate the splendid support received by Judge Callicut in the 


First primary, and earnestly solicit the support of the entire voters of Navarro County 
in the Second Primary of August 22nd, to continue him in office as District Judge. He 
has conducted the affairs of the District Court in an honorable, fair and able manner. 
His opponent, who had the beginning of his legal training in Judge Callicutt's office, 
will have ample time within which to hereafter seek the office of District Judge if he 
should desire to do so. Judge Callicutt has never before asked for any political office.
